ANTISALOON LEAGUE'S

No Appreciation for Haynes 
as He Leaves Post; White 
Assistant Commissioner.

Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, As- 
sistant Secretary in charge of prohibi- 
tion and customs, and Roy A. Haynes, 
acting prohibition commissioner, sev- 
ered their connection with dry en- 
forcement yesterday. 

There was a decided difference in 
the manner of their going. Gen. An- 
drews submitted his resignation to take 
place August 1, when he will be suc- 
ceeded by Seymour Lowman, former 
lieutenant governor of New York, and 
there was an exchange of compliments 
between Andrews and Andrew W. Mel- 
lon, Secretary of the Treasury, over the 
former’s departure. 

Haynes just. disappeared from the 
picture. He was succeeded by Dr. J. M. 
Doran, formerly head of the technical 
bureau of the prohibition division, ef- 
fective immediately. There was no let- 
ter of resignation from Haynes nor any 
message of appreciation from his su- 
periors. Investigation developed that a 
formal resignation was not considered 
necessary. Haynes’ job was filled by 
another man and that closed the mat- 
ter. 


“No Understanding,” Mellon Says. 


Dr. Doran, Treasury officials indi- 
cated, will have final say in matters 
dealing with enforcement, although Mr. 
Mellon said that’ he knew of no under- 
standing with the Antisaloon league 
guaranteeing that the comimissioner 
should have free rein. {t was also an- 
nounced that the only other change 
contemplated in the personnel of the 
prohibition enforcement bureau would 
be .<’ appointment of an assistant 
~ommissioner. Formal announcement 
was not made yesterday but the place 
will go to Maj. H. H. White, formerly 
connected with prohibition in Wash- 
ington and a man brought here by 
Gen. Andrews. 

Seldom has the departure of any 
public official been as unceremonious 
as that of Haynes, a fact all the more 
surprising in view of the fact that the 
Antisaloon league has for the last few 
weeks made a desperate fight to keep 
Haynes in office, and so maintain its 
contact with national prohibition en- 
forcement. 

Both of the new appointees are drys 
in every sense of the word, but neither 
of them was suggested by any of the 
rival prohi ‘tion organizations, whic. 
have been quareling over the spc’ <o 
be awarded under the prohibition re- 
organization bill. The Coolidge auminis 
tration, very apparently, selected men 
of its own choice when it found that 
organized prohibitionists were unable 
te agree upon candidates for the va- 
cancies. 


League Men Disappointed. 

Officers of the Antisaloon league, in- 
cluding members of the executive com- 
mittee, which concluded its sessions

First News From Rhode Island. 


The first word of the young aviator 
after he left the flying field was from 
East Greenwich, R. I., where, at 9:05 
o’clock, a plane believed to be his, was 
sighted from the ground. More au- 
thoriative reports of his safety and 
progress came at 9:40 o’clock from 
Halifax, Mass., where two women saw 
the plane flying low and were able to 
read the identifying NX-211 on the 
under side of the wings.

Many Local Showers on Route. 


When Lindbergk suddenly decided to 
hop off this morning the weather was 
shown to be fairly good on the whole, 
although low-hanging mists were gen- 
eral and there were many local showers 
along the course. The only really bad 
spot was at Cape Race, Newfoundland, 
where there was a brisk wind and a 
dense fog. This fog band was not be- 
lieved to be of great width, however, as 
a steamer about 300 miles out reported 
good weather. 

On both sides of the Atlantic Lind- 
bergh’s daring was the talk of the day. 
From highest officials to humblest 
citizens, the talk was of the “lucky kid” 
and the hope was general that his luck 
would hold. 

In France preparations were made to 
light the air beacons so that when the 
ocean is crossed, wren Ireland has been 
left behind and England passed, the 
path to Paris will be a blazing highway 
over which the intrepid youth may fly 
as though in daylight.

TEARS IN EYES OF SOME 
AS “SLIM” WINS FIGHT 


Other Aviators in Race to 
Paris Wish Him Well With 
Wistful Looks. 


New York, May 20 (By A. P.).— 
Charles A. Lindbergh, who avoids the 
air pack and hunts his honors alone, 
was “scared” when he left Roosevelt 
field on Long island, for. Paris today. 
But it was not fright. It was the. feel- 
ing of a football player who quakes and 
shakes in his shoes as he awaits a ref- 
eree’s whistle starting a game and the 
next minute charges in and knocks an 
opponent twice his size flat on his back. 

There was a tense look about “Slim” 
Lindberg’s eyes as he sat in his “blind” 
cabin looking at his instrument-studded 
board as his motors were tuning up for 
a daring dash over an air route that 
he was to feel for with his faithful 
compass. As the motor raced and then 
idled, the young Missouri! captain never 
took his eyes from the instruments 
which will make or bréak him as he 
tries to make Paris the next station 
after New York on the air express. 

Lindbergh’s single whirling motor and 
dark gray fuselage had 5,150 pounds to 
take into the air and only a mile of 
available ground on which to get up 
enough speed to negotiate the task. 
His flight almost ended at its begin- 
ning. The plane was slow in getting 
up speed as it prepared to leave the 
ground, for a morning rain had made 
the track heavy. Before real speed was 
developed there was a slip, almost a 
slide, and the spectators gasped as the 
plane seemed about to turn over. 


Pulls it Back to Stride. . 


But he pulled’ the plane back into 
its stride and there was more speed 
awaiting his touch. 

There was an honest-to-goodness “on 
your way” suggestion from the alr- 
man‘s hands on the control stick when 
a road-rolling piece. of machinery 
loomed up, much too close for safety. 
Some of the specators said the plane 
missed it by inches. 

And then a soft spot, left by the 
morning rain, threw the speeding plane 
out of its stride again and all four 
wheels left the track. They were in the 
air, but Lindbergh did not want them 
there in that fashion and he brought 
them down, happily right side up. 

Just as he got into the air, the cap- 
tain found a network of telephone 
wires strung out in front of him. 

He barely cleared the wires, but 
started down on the other side and 
again it seemed the flight was not to 
be.-However, he got the craft straight- 
ened out in the nick of time and 
started away. Soon the plane was 50 
feet up, then 100 and finally 500 as 
he disappeared, a fellow airman re- 
ported later, flying 110 miles an hour. 

The crowd, most of it patiently wait- 
ing in fog and rain the whole night 
through, saw the flirting with fate 
with mixed emotions. Many persons 


} were able to cheer. A casual census re- 


vealed as many men as women with 
tears in their eyes. .. ‘ 

The boy who says little and does 
much left with the cheering words of 
fellow fliers in his ears.

COOLIDGE IS WATCHING 
PROGRESS OF FLIGHT 


Pilot Will Meet Rising Sun in 
Mid-Atlantic, Aerolo- 
gists Report. ° 


With a friendly wind behind him, 
Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh sailed 
through a dangerous night at the rate 
of 126 miles an hour and will be in 
Paris by 3:30 o’clock this afternoon, 
according to estimates made by Navy 
Department experts. The government 
here did everything physically possible 
to help him, and the city, its imagina- 
tion stirred as it has seldom: been 
stirred before, gave the intrepid flier 
its wholehearted moral support. 

At the White House, President Cool- 
idge was said to be following the prog- 
ress of the flight trip with interest, 
and praise for the youngster’s courage 
and hope for his success came unspar- 
ingly at the Navy Department, not- 
withstanding the fact that he stole a 
march on its own Commander Byrd. 

The aerological study made by 
Lieuts. L. C. Ramsey and E. H. Kin- 
caid. showed that Lindbergh’s “land” 
speed up until about 3:30 o’clock yes-. 
terday afternoon, Washington. time, 
was about 93 miles an hour, although 
his engines raced at a speed of approx- 
imately 106 miles an hour, But about 
the time he left the southwestern tip 
of Newfoundland the winds shifted 
‘and got on the tail of his plane, and 
there they were expected to stay, with 
diminishing force, to carry him on into 
Paris this afternoon.

Admiration for Courage. 


“I am sure that everybody interested 
in aviation and of the naval service, 
and every one who has watched the 
preparation of Capt. Lindbergh, has 
the greatest admiration for his cour- 
age,” said Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Aeronautics Warner, “and no 
one could be more fervent in wishing 
him success and a sure arrival on 
schedule time in Paris;than I am.”

The navy, the Shipping Board and 
the coast guard directed that all ves- 
sels under their jurisdiction and now 
plying North Atlantic lanes be on the 
lookout and to render any assistance, 
if necéssary, and by all means to re- 
port the passage of the flier if he is 
seen. Thefe were more than two- 
score American merchant ships on the 
north Atlantic,.but the likelihood was 
that only the coast guard cutter Mo- 
ms if any, would be able to report 
on the flight. The Modoc was ordered 
to move up to the route being fol- 
lowed by Lindbergh, and it planned to 
throw out a smoke screen to assist the 
flier in his bearings. 

All vessels were notified that the 
Spirit of St. Louis is flying without 
radio, and in making report of its 
progress they were directed to give its 
approximate speed, the weather and 
any other information that might be 
enlightening to an expectant public. 


Dawn in Mid-Atlantic. 


According to the aerologists’ study, 
Capt. Lindbergh will ride into the ris- 
ing sun in mid-Atlantic about 4 o’clock 
this morning (Washington time) 
There the wind probably will die down, 
it was said, lowering his “land” speed 
to about 112 miles an hour. Later in 
the day the wind is expected to add 
about 6 miles to his speed. 

“If his engine holds out and his 
navigation continues to be as excellent 
as it has been,” the aerologists said, “he 
will arrive at Paris about 8:30 o’clock 
(Paris time) or about 3:30 o’clock 
(Washington time).” 

Although this will be approximately 
30 minutes after darkness, the landing 
field at Le Bourget, near Paris, is ex- 
pected to be lighted and the flier 
should have no difficulty in landing. 

The low atmospheric depression off 
Newfoundland was similar to that en- 
countered by the ill-fated French filers, 
the aéeérologists said, but the Atlantic 
expanse had nothing up its sleeve, and 
once he left land for the 1,900-mile 
water jump, Capt. Lindbergh was be- 
lieved to have left the worst weather 
behind. 


Fog and Rains Expected. 


The temperature that awaited him 
was approximated at 50 degrees with 
the sky overcast. Some fog and rains 
were expected to be awaiting him, but 
not as bad as those which Capts. Nun- 
“apets and Coli are believed to have run

“The depression,” it was said, “is 
moving northeastward at normal rate 
of speed and in mid-Atlantic conditions 
will be ideal. 
Ireland, through the southern area 
over which he will pass, has moved 
southeastward 300 miles in the last 
twelve hours and will probably con- 
tinue to move in the same direction. - 

“If this ‘low’ continues to move over 
the continent at this rate of speed, it 
will give him the force of four westerly 
winds upon landing. While westerly 
winds on the French coast generally 
give light intermittent showers, he 
should haye enough fair weather out 
of it to make a successful landing.” -

The short main 
street of the village was roped off to 
bar the crowds of curious from the 
churches and bereaved homes. Part of 
the funerals were held here, others at 
farm houses and some,in Lansing and 
neighboring towns. Ministers were 
called in from a wide area to conduct 
the services. Funeral equipment from 
many cities was called in to meet the 
situation. 


Strangers Send Blossoms. 


At Red Cross headquarters flowers | 
were piled high. They were sent large- 
ly by donors who knew neither those 
who died nor their families. From the 
neighbors and friends of the afflicted 
families came lilacs and plants, from 
home gardens. 


The body of the madman who loosed 
the scourge was buried unmourrted in 
St. Jokn’s. His sister, Miss Alice Kehoe, 
of Battle Creek, arranged for a casket. 
The body was lowered into the grave 
by an undertaker, in the presence of 
some grave diggers. No tears were 
shed. There were no services. 

In sharp contrast were the funerals 
of those who lost their lives because;of 
Kehoe’s mad revenge plot. Little girl 
schoolmates gathered wild flowers in 
the woods and strewed them about the 
home of the Rev. and Mrs. Scott Mac- 
donald, whose 13-year-old daughter, 
Thelma, was buried this afternoon. The 
funeral procession went 30 miles from 
the Macdonald home in Bath to the 
Springport cemetery 

Slayer’s Wife Buried. 

Services for Mrs. Andrew Kehoe, who 
was slain and partially cremated by her 
husband, were recd in the Church of 
the Resurrection in Lansing. 

Other corteges moved slowly from 
farm homes, Lansing and Bath churches 
and chapels. And so the sad program 
went throughout the gloomy day. The 
funerals will continue through Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

Next week the community will turn 
to the work of reconstruction and the 
State will continue its investigation 
into the atrocity.

WARNING IS SOUNDED 
AGAINST COMPETITION 


lron and Steel Institute Told. 


That All Signs Point to 
Steady Business. 


New York, May 20 (By A. P.).—The 
outlook for continued prosperity in the 
United States is bright, Elbert H. Gary. 
chairman ,of the United States Stee! 
Corporation, today told members of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute at 
their annual meeting. He added, how- 
ever, a note of caution in discussing 
competition, which he termed a “burn- 
ing subject.” \ 

“I think competition is carried too 
far sometimes,” he said, and added that 
while keen competition is desirable as 
an incentive to greater efficiency and 
lower costs, Manufacturers would get 
more business in the long run if they 
acted more unselfishly. 


Opportunities Never Better. 


Citing large national resources and 
low money rates as indications of the 
country’s prosperity, Mr. Gary gave 11 
as his opinion that opportunities for 
progress are better than ever before and 
continued: “Never before in my affilla- 
tion with the steel industry has there 
been a time when governmental ad- 
min{stration was honestly, sincerely and 
actually so much interested in the 
prosperity of the people of the country.” 

Most of Mr. Gary’s remarks con- 
cerned the steel industry, which, he 
pointed out, has enjoyed considerable 
prosperity for three years, and at pres- 
ent there is nothing to indicate any 
interference with a normal flow of 
business. There are no banked-up in- 
ventories of any size anywhere, and 
there has been little or no speculative 
auying of steel, he said, which indi- 
cates that production has been going 
‘directly to consumers. 


Others Are Confident. 

Other high executives in the steel in- 
dustry expressed confidence in the 
business outlook. Eugene R: Grace; 
president of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration; James A, Campbell, head of 
the Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co!, and 
John R. Topping, of the Republic Iron 
& Steel Co., all declared they expected 
a normal flow. of business during the 
remainder of the year. 


BRITAIN AND AMERICA

Taking into consideration the report 
of foodstuffs on this page I am going 
to suggest for dinner tomorrow a rolled 
breast of spring lamb (home killed). 
The flavor of this breast cut is ‘de- 
licious, the meat is tender and the price 
far lower than the price of the leg 
cuts. And today again, much as I 
dislike to use our space on Saturday 
for requested recipes rather than gen- 
eral information, I am going to give 
several special recipes that we may 
for once clear our basket of this matter 
and start anew. First our menu: 


MENU. 
Halves of Grapefruit with Chilled Fruit 
Mixture 
Toasted Crackers Stuffed Olives 
Rolled Stuffed Breast of Spring Lamb 
Browned Potatoes 
Fresh Asparagus with Sauce Hollandaise 
Boiled Onions in Drawn Butter 
Hot Bread Rolls or Baking Powder 
Biscuit 
Fresh Strawberry Ice Cream 
Cup Cakes Cafe Noir 
To prepare the first course of this 
menu we cut grapefruits in half and 
carefully remove the meat from the 
interior and cut away the white fiber 
that grows between the segments. We 
cut up a small quantity of pfneapple 
with the pieces of grapefruit meat, and 
a few maraschino cherries. We peel and 
remove the fiber from an orange and 
cut it up and add to the fruits, and 
we add a small quantity of banana 
that has been cut in pieces if the ban- 
'@na is available. Add sugar to taste 
and chill the whole and chill also the 
halves of grapefruit from which the 


meat has been cut. To serve divide the 
fruit mixture equally among the num- 
ber of halves of grapefruits and serve 
while still very cold. The fruits added 
to the grapefruit must be in propor- 
tion to the number to be served. 
Rhubarb Cream Pie (Mary J. G.). 

1 cup sugar. 

2 heaping tablespoons flour. 

1-3 cup milk, 

2 egg yolks. 

1 table oon butter. 

1 cup finely chopped rhubarb. 

Line a pie tin with unbaked crust and 
cover with the chopped uncooked 
rhubarb. Make a cream filling fro . the 
other ingredients, cooking in double 
boiler u’ til the mixture starts to thick- 
er Then pour over the rhubarb and 
place in a slow oven. When done, cover 
with the beaten whites of two eggs. 

Cream Puffs (Mrs. P. G. A.). 

1 cup boiling water. 

1 cup butter. 

1 cup *?ur. 

4 eggs. 

Add the ° .tt:r to boiling water and 
when the mixture again boils add the 
flour all at once and stir rapidly wntil 
the mixture does not adher to :the 
sides of the pan. Turn out into a bowl, 
a'low to cool slightly and then add the 
eggs, one at a time, unbeaten; beat well 
after adding each egg. Shape on a well 
greased pan about three inches apart 
and bake in a moderate oven about 
30 minutes. Fill with whipped cream. 


Cheese Tarts (K. M. M.). 


? cups cottage cheese. 

4 tablespoons whipped cream. 

6 tablespoons seedless raisins. 

2 eg yolks. 

4 tablespoons powdered sugar. 

14 teaspoon cinuamon. 

% teasp’ -n nutmeg, 

Grated rind of a lemon. 

2 trblespoons orange juice. 

2 tablespoons finely chopped almonds, 

Fill pastry lined pattie tins with the 
mixture made from the above ingre- 
dients and bake in a moderate oven for 
twenty minutes. Cool and sprinkle 
with powdered sugar mixed with a 
little cinnamon. 


Raisin Cookies (Margaret T.) 


2 cups brown sugar. 

1 cup lard. 

1 cup sour milk. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

1 tablespoon soda. . 

Sufficient flour for a dough that may 
be thinly rolled. 

Cut the dough into squares with a 
sharp knife. Place a spoonful of the 
filling in the middle of one square, 
place a second square over the top and 
press the edges together. Bake in a 
moderate oven. 

Filling. 

4 cup sugar. 

1 tablespoon flour. 

1 cup seeded raisins 

¥% cup boiling water. 

Combine these materials and cook to~ 
gether until thick. Cool and place in 
center of squares.

| Housewives’ Market Guide | 


There is not as much of a change 
in the food market as I had expected 
to find this week. Poor weather con- 
ditions y be considered the reason 
for the somewhat slow development of 
the summer produce or the market may 
not, because the season is late, have 
sufficient demand for delicacies to war- 
’ rant the supplying of materials to meet 
a slow demand At any rate, the brave 
merchants who have stocked water- 
melon are obliged to demand for it Just 
$2.50, and some stalls are offering can- 
taloupe from California at 50 cents 
each. There are other cantaloupe to 
be had in market, however, and these 
for the comparatively modest sum of 
25 cents. These delicious fruits are 
worth shopping for as there is still 
a decided variation in the price. 

Blackberries are still poor at 30 cents 
a quart, rusty and not sweet, many 
of them still very green with a decided- 
ly pinkish cast to their would-be black- 
ness. The green peppers that the market 
offers are of splendid variety, large. 
firm, bright green and with a glossy 
coat—which is as peppers should be. 
Later this vegetable will be much 
cheaper, when they are to be had from 
our own vicinity, but at present I may 
state that the peppers are splendid even 
at their price of 10 cents each or three 
for 25 cents. 

Asparagras is splendid now—better 
than it will be very ortly for the 
season is at its height and will soon 
wane. The grass that comes from our 
locality is 50 and 60 cents the bunch, 
but I repeat, splendid. Mushrooms, 
although good are high at this time, 
selling for 75 cents the pound. Iceburg 
lettuce which was poor last week and 
is in fact near the end of its best sea- 
son, is considerably better today, with 
good firm heads selling at 15 and 20 
cents. Cymlins are 20 cents the pound 
and egg plant still is very satisfactory 
at from 25 to 50 cents the head. 

It grows late in the season for celery 
which is scarce now and high at 20 
cents the bunch and will be even more 
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scarce before it is cheaper again. Shell- 
ed green peas are bringing 50 cents a 
piht which averages the same as the 
unshelled article. Strawberries are to 
be had at various prices still, some at 
25 cents the quart and others at 30 
cents. We find shad roe going up at 
$1.25 but Chesapeake trout excellent 
at 30 and 35 cents the pound. Floun- 
ders, flukes and their kin are 35 cents 
the pound and rock now is 40 cents. 
Bluefish is good at 40 cents a pound. 

At the meat stalls we find calves 
liver, from home killed calves, selling 
at 75 cents a pound, with the Western 
liver at 60. [Flank steak may be had at. 
30 cents a pound, the plate and brisket 
of beef at 15 cents. Home killed spring 
lamb is not as high as it was, bringing 
55 cents the pound for the leg while 
the chops are still 65 and the shoulder 
40 and the breast 25 cents. 

Veal cutlet may be had at-.55 cents 
@ pound, and veal chops at 45 cents. 
For the lovers of sweetbreads may I 
say that small sets now bring 50 cents 
while large ones bring $1.00. Sirloin 
tips for braising are to be had at 45 
cents the pound if at all, for although 
there were some to be had in the 
market—there were not many.

Laxatives, Operation Delay 
and Physician’s Ignorance 
Held Causes. 


PAPER READ BEFORE 
ASSOCIATION SECTION 


Fatalities Have Gained Greatly 
in the Last Ten Years, 
They Assert. 


Laxatives, taken in ignorance, consti- 
tute one of the principal causes of death 
in cases of acute pepe according 
to Dr. John O. and Dr. J. H. 
Clark, of Philadelphia, whose pa oa: y 
read yesterday &t a section ieaithe of 
the American Medical association. 
Other causes, the two specialists 
said, were delay in operation and 


rignorance on the part of physicians. 


In many cases they investigated, the 
two men said, they found that the 
physician did not urge an immediate 
operation because he did not recognize 
the symptoms of appendicitis. 

The mortality rate from appendicitis, 
they said, has been growing steadily in 
the last ten years. And they issued the 
following general warning: 

“In the presence of abdominal pain, 
give nothing by mouth. Never give 
laxatives. Call your family physician. 
Apply an ice pack or hot water bottle 
and give an enema. Abdominal pain 
which persists for a period of six hours 
is usually sérious.” 


17,335 Deaths in 1926. 


The death rate for every 100,000 of 
population in this country, the physi- 
cian reported, was 14.8. timated 
deaths from acute appendicit:~ in 1926 
they said were 17,335, while the esti- 
mated deaths from general peritonitis 
were 12,655. 

Of the 17,335 who died of acute ap- 
pendicitis, they estimated, a total of 
11,680 died as a result of taking 
laxatives. 

The two physicians made an investi- 
gation in the Samaritan hospital in 
Philadelphia, with the following re- 
sults: 

Of the patients who died of’ spread- 
ing peritonitis, caused by a perforated 
appendix, 92.3 per cent had taken laxa- 
tives before the operation. 

Of those who entered the hospital 
with appendicitis and local peritonitis, 
24.3 per cent had taken laxatives. 

Of those who entered the hospital 
with a simple case of appendicitis, 
24.3 per cent had taken laxatives. 
“This shows,” said Dr. Clark and Dr. 
Bower, “that the public is not aware 
of the danger of using laxatives in the 
presence of abdominal pain. They must 
be informed if'our mortality rate is to 
be greatly reduced. We believe this 
can best be accomplished by the fam- 
ily physician.” 

To show how delay in going to the 
hospital can result fatally for the pa- 
tient, the physicians quoted these sta- 
tistics, compiled at the Samaritan hos- 
pital: Of 750 cases studied, 338, or 45 
per cent, had suffered a perforated ap- 
pendix before entering the _ hospital. 
The attending physicians, they said, 
had diagnosed the trouble as a perfo- 
rated appendix in only 3 per cent of 
the 750 cases. 

Recommendations made by Dr. Bower 
and Dr. Clark were as follows: That 
letters be sent every three months td 
staff physicians and outside physicians,. 
emphasizing the relationship between 
mortality and delay in operating, and 
that medical students and practitioners 
be more emphatically instructed in dif- 
ferentiating between the symptoms of 
appendicitis and peritonitis. 

Of the cases investigated, they said, 
the only symptom of which all victims 
of appendicitis complained of was pain. 
About 41.3 per cent complained of 
nausea; 59.2 per cent of vomiting, and 
89 per cent of “tenderness” in the ab- 
domen.

“Grenz” Rays Letiddeced 
As Remedy for Eczema 


A cure for eczema and other skin 


diseases by administration of “Grenz” 
rays, or X-rays of longer wave length, 
was described before the section on 
dermatology of the American Medical 
association at the closing session yes- 
terday. 

The presentation of 'the method was 
made by Dr. Gustav Bucky and Dr. J. 
J. Eller, of New York, who have work- 
ed with the method extensively. Dr.. 
Bucky was so credited with successful 
work with the new “Grenz” rays that it 
was suggested they should be nam 
“Bucky-rays” in honor of him. 

The rays are produced in the same 
manner as X-rays. However, they are 
not nearly so penetrative. Neverthe- 
less, they produce good results, and no 
one was able to testify that he had 
known of harmful results from them, 
although it was\admitted harm was 
possible if the voltage used was too 
high. By constant application, dis- 
eases which affected the skin more 
deeply than the rays penetrated could 
be cured, it was said. The eczemas 
responded most satisfactorily to the 
treatment.

BUSINESS NEGLIGIBLE 
IN 1900, HE DECLARES 


Tells Specialists That Industry 


Should Be Regulated to 
Correct Evils. 


The manufacture and dispensation 
of the cosmetics has developed into a 
billion-dollar industry in the United 
States, Dr. E. B. Tauber, of Cincirmati, 
told physicians at the closing session 
yesterday of the dermatology section of 


ed the American’ Medical association. 


Last. year, he said, twice as much 
money was spent on “vanities” in this 
form as on health. He emphasized 
strongly that “25 years ago the cosmetic 
business was of pigmy size and now 
has attained titanic growth.” It has 
risen from a business of a few millions 
in 1900 to the billion-dollar class, he 
said. 

The burden of Dr. Tauber’s talk was 
that this industry, grown, so great, 
should be regulated by drastic. laws fo 


correct the evils which, he said, now}: 


exist. In the discussion which fol- 
lowed, in which perhaps fifteen spe- 
cialists on skin diseases took part, Dr. 
Tauber’s point on the “evils” met with 
approbation, but his recommendation: 


Doctor Beeseain Method 
For Removal. of Tattooing 


Usually Painless Treatment, Outlined by Dr. Louis I. 
Harris Before Dermatologists, Will Remedy Scars 
Caused by Powder Blasts and Auto Accidents. 


A method of removing tattoo marks, 
which in most cases is painless and 
leaves no scar, was presented by Dr. 
Louis I. Harris, of New York, before the 
meeting of the dermatology section of 
the American Medical association yes- 
terday in the Washington hotel. 

The method, following presentation, 


was applauded by the dermatologists as 
a real contribution to the science of 
medicine, since apparently it mot only 
solves a problem which heretofore has 
baffled physicians, but presented a 
remedy for what is termed “accidental 
tattooing” an entirely modern problem. 
Strange to say, the method has been 
known among dermatologists, or physi- 
cians of the skin, for many years. But 
those at the meeting declared they 
never had before heard a presentation 
of the method which gave a great deal 
of attention to its potential value. Ap- 
parently, it had lingered unnoticed and 
never had béen experimented upon to 
the full extent of its possibilities. 

One physician rose and said: 

“You and I know what we have told 
people who wanted tattoo marks re- 
moved. We have told them that noth- 
ing could be done for them. This 
method, however, gives evidence of be- 
ing really genuine, and on its face 
seems to be the most successful and 
practical method yet presented.” 

Dr. Harris’ method, which places sur- 
gery and chemical systems for the re- 
moval of tattoo marks so far in the 
background, is to prepare the tattoo 


erated upon, then to apply tannic 
This is the first step. 

After applying the tannic acid he 
then retattoos the entire figure or in- 
signia with. a cluster of fine-pointed 
needles, thereby allowing’ the tannic 
acid to mix with the pigment which 
formed the tattoo design. Meanwhile, 
he applies vaseline around the treated 
place to prevent the acid discoloring 
normal skin. 

After he has finished retattooing the 
tattoo design, during which process

tinually, he takes a stick of nitrate of 
silver and rubs it over the design which 
has been pricked with the fine needles 
just as in tattooing. A number of 
cambric needles could be fastened in 
a cork for the purpose of retattooing, 
he said. Personally he uses a group of 
similar needles soldered in a small 
square of brass. After rubbing with 
the silver nitrate stick, all is completed 
except the application of some sooth- 
ing agenj, as cold water or the like.

place. In that case, what resembles a 
superficial burn scar remains. In no 
case is the scar as disfiguring as the 
original tattoo mark. The process is 
virtually painless also, unless the marks 
are deep. Tattoo marks applied with 
an electric needle, a modern method, 
usually are not deep, he said. 

He distributed among the audience 
pieces which actually resembled thin 
strips of leather cut fro black shoe 
tops. These were former tattoo marks 
removed by him, he said. 

The great benefit to be derived from 
the method, Dr. Harris concluded, is 
that it will remove completely in most 
instances cases of “accidental tattoo- 
ing” resulting from automobile and 
coal mine accidents. In many auto- 
mobile accidents carbon is pressed into 
cuts in the face and the hands, and the 
result is actual tattooing, for when the 
cuts heal the carbon is buried be- 
neath the. skin. 
sometimes cause the same result. 

Dr. Harris told of modern tattooing, 
in which red pigments are buried in 
the lips by means of the needle to form 
cupid’s bow lips, and likewise red _ pig- 
ments in the cheeks to insure perma- 
nent red: cheeks. 

Tattoo marks, he said, originated in 
grief, when primitive men lacerated 
themselves, and later, to show their 
grief more ostentatiously, rubbed them- 
selves with ashes. Later, since grief 


was so closely associated with religion,.

Dr. Tauber, however, was in favor of 
organizing a nationwide committee, 
then State subcommittees, and under 
them local subcommittees, to carry on 
an education campaign, and a cam- 
paign to obtain regulatory laws. Most 
of those present did not approve so 
extensive a program, which, it was ex- 
plained, did not especially concern life 
and death. 

Dr. Tauber’s idea.further was that 
cosmetics was originally a branch of 
medicine and should be restored to 
medicine. It is being commercially 
exploited, he said. Many compounds 
highly advertised, he said, were pre- 
scribed by dermatologists for special 
cases. They were intended to cure ab- 
normal conditions, he said, and yet 
they are being sold to destroy normal, 
healthy skin. To top it all, he said, 
the dermatologists who prescribed the 
remedy for abnormal cases are quoted 
by the manufacturers as authority for

» AIRPLANES PATROL FORESTS. 


Again this summer the United States army 


air service will place equipment at the disposal 
of the Federal forest rangers to aid them in 
their battle with forest fires. Since 1919 the 
airplane has proved of inestimable value in this 
work. Hundreds of thousands of miles wera 
flown on regular schedule during-the first four 
years of airplane cooperation in the national 
forests, and thousands of fires: were spotted, 


many before discovery by ground léokouts. 
Experience proved, however, that regular 
flights were not justified from an economic 
standpoint, and during the past two years 
planes have been stationed at intervals of a 
few hundred miles ready to make such flights 
as would aid in patrolling the forests. 

During the coming season planes will bs 
used in the reconnaissance of large fires, for 
confirming reports of firés, for spotting fires 
caused by lightning, particularly in areas not 
adequately covered by ground lookouts, for 
detecting fires during fogs and periods of low 
visibility from the ground, for deterring in- 
cendiarism and carelessness, and for carrying 
messages and occasionally dropping food and 
supplies on the fire line. 

It is estimated that an average of over 200 
cubic feet of wood is used yearly by every 
man, woman and child in the United States, 
and although the country began with vast 
stores of timber, the supply is becoming ex- 
hausted. Fire is the greatest single enemy of 
the forest. ‘ Each year it causes damage 
amounting to at least $20,000,000, not includ- 
ing the harm done to young growth, watershed 
protection and recreational and other assets. 
In view of the cost of forest fires, the amount 
of money needed to maintain the airplanes 
necessary for their proper detection and con- 
trol is negligible. The forest service should 
have an aviation branch of its own, and should 
not be expected to depend on the army for its 
equipment. 


PROSPERITY AHEAD. 


Virgil Jordan, chief economist of the na- 
tional industrial conference board, is authority 


for the statement that although there may be 
a slight depression in business for a short time, 
every indication points to rapid improvement. 


The news is extremely cheering. Even more 


interesting, however, is his criticism of the 
so-called ‘‘cycle’”’ theory, under which business 
for many years has anticipated alternating 
periods of activity and depression. The busi- 


ness cycle, according to Mr. Jordan, “is a 
mere personification of the ignorance and lack 
of restraint of business men themselves, and it 
can be cured only when they cure themselves of 
these qualities.’”” In other words, there is no 
reason why there should ever be another panic, 
and if such a condition ever again comes to 
pass it will be man-made rather than the re- 
sult of economic law. 

In this connection a recent survey of trade 
issued by the Canadian Bank of Commerce be- 
comes -interesting. In it may be found! the 
following significant paragraph: 

In every period of depression, burden- 
some stocks have proved to be one of the 
chief difficulties, and it is clear, if in a 
period of dull business, there are no large 
supplies to be liquidated, industry and 
trade can quickly adapt their operations 
and services to the actual needs of the 
public and, therefore, he recovery from 
depression should be more rapid. 

For many years business men thought it 
necessary to keep on hand heavy stocks of 
goods. Lately, however, largely as a result 
of pessimistic warnings of the future, hand- 
to-mouth buying has become prevalent. Man- 
ufacturers have objected, but dealers have dis- 
covered that with modern transportation and 
distributive systems they ane able to supply 
their trade from a comparatively small re- 
serve inventory. Consequently capital has been 
released from inactive stock on hand, to be 
put to active productive work. 

Hand-to-mouth buying has held production 
in check. With little or no overproduction it 
seems probable that a period of depression can 
not become general. If, however, a minor de- 
pression should, occur, the hand-to-mouth mer- 
chants will have little surplus stock to absorb. 
and hard times should clear away quickly. Mr. 
Jordan and the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
seem agreed ‘that nothing very serious threat- 
ens prosperity. It is to be hoped that they 
are right. 


ANOTHER INDIAN UPRISING. 


On the 25th of June;,there will be a 
notable gathering of New York Indians at 
Letchworth park, which is in the very center 
of the homes of the ancestors who formed the 
Iroquois confederacy. The six ndtions which 
were confederated prior to the Revolution 
divided their allegiance between the British 


and the colonists. Among the former were 


the several thousand whose depredations upon 
the white settlers in the western end of New 
York caused Gen. Washington to dispatch an 


expedition to suppress them. This punitive 
force under Gen. John Sullivan succeeded in 
its mission and for more than a hundred years 
peace has prevailed between the Iroquois and 
the whites. es ‘ 
But those of the confederacy who’ are still 
represented through their children and grand- 
children “unto the fourth and fifth genera- 
tions’’ are located on reservations mostly in 
Allegany and Cattaraugus counties rather re- 
mote from the scene of the Sullivan expedition. 
There are in the State about 5,000 Indians in 
all and the Wyoming county farm bureau has 
undertaken to bring the red men back to the 
hills and valleys where more than a century 


-ago “their ancestors created a civilization ‘of 


their own, ate ek 
Every adult and child residing in the 

Allegany, Cattaraugus and Tonawanda reservs 

tions has been invited and their chiefs have 
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in.an Eastern State since the days of: the 
Revolution. . They will come on the ‘railway 
trains, which bisect their holdings, and in their 
own conveyances, which include’ cars of all 
makes, for the Senecas of western New York 
are as much up to date in the matter of modern 
conveniences as are their white neighbors. 
Many of the Indians will attend the gather- 
ing in the old costumes, which are seldom 
seen among them today, and will dance the 
tribal dancés in the “‘council house” which has 


the statue of Mary Jameson, “the white woman 
of the Genesee,”’ and the falls which the park 
overlooks. \ 

The celebration will last for several days 
and the managers of the enterprise will en- 
deavor to conduct their Indian guests .along 


through the forests by their ancestors before 
the white man came. The gathering has no 
other object in view than a desire of the 
members of the’ farm bureau to give their 
Indian neighbors from nearby counties the 
opportunity to return to the lands of: their 
fathers and to greet Mrs. Nancy Blacksquirrel 
on the occasion of the 119th anniversary of 
her birth. She was born in June, 1808, and is 
now residing on the Tonawanda reservation. 
She is believed to -be the oldest squaw in 
America. 


TO CONQUER CANCER, 

The American Society for the Control of 
Cancer has undertaken to raise $1,000,000 to 
be used in the creation of an endowment fund 
to collect, collate and disseminate information 
concerning the symptoms, diagnosis, treatment 
and prevention of the scourge. 


This great fund was started some months 
ago when R. Fulton Cutting, of New York, 


pledged $250,000, in memory of his wife, pro- 
vided that the society should raise $750,000. 
That it will succeed seems likely, as pledges 
already secured bring the total up to $618,438. 
Next Monday the woman’s division of the so- 
ciety in Philadelphia will gather for the pur- 
pose of discussing ways and means for helping 
the fund, while Detroit has initiated a similar

THE SYSTEM WON’T WORK. 


Dr. Emile Bogen’s drunkenness test, which 


*utilizes a specimen of the alcoholic suspect’s 
breath, has at least one serious defect. In 
using it the suspect is first induced to blow 


up an ordinary football. The sample of breath 


thus obtained is then passed through a chemi- 


cal solution, which turns from yellow to 


breath contains. By comparing the. color of 
the liquid after it has been treated with a 


standard color scale, Dr. Bogen has been able 


to say definitely whether a person is dry and 
decent, delighted and devilish, delinquent an 
disgusting, dizzy and delirious, or even plain 
dead-drunk. 

The test is valuable because it does not at- 
tempt to show how much liquor an individual 
has imbibed, for, as is generally known, the 
same quantity of alcohol has a varying effect 
on different individuals. It does measure 
accurately, however, the amount of alcohol 
absorbed by the body, which, of course, gov- 
erns the amount of intoxication. 

According to the description of the process, 
the alcoholic suspect first is persuaded to blow 
up an ordinary football, and in this lies the 
weakness of the system. How many hagppy 
imbibers, now that the description of thé in- 
toxication tester has been broadcast so widely, 
will permit themselves to be persuaded to blow 
up a football? It is not difficult to hear, in 
fancy, the gentle voice of the persuader plead- 
ing, ‘‘now blow up the pretty football.” ‘“l 
don’t want to play football,” replies the drunk: 
and that is all there will be to it. In theory 
it looks like a good system. In practice, how- 
ever, it won’t work, 


AN INVALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


No other branch of the government out- 
ranks the bureau of standards in its contri- 
butions to the general welfare of the people. 

The bureau,. unlike many of other divisions 
of the Federal service, maintains no press 
so that its activities do not attract 
the attention that they deserve. But ever 
since its establishment under the direction of 
Dr. Stratton, some 25 years ago, the bureau 


of standards has yearly demonstrated its 
value. One of its new contributions to science 
is the discovery that waste materials pro- 
duced in the manufacture of paper and wood- 
pulp are of value in the~ manufacture of 
leather. 

In the production of wood pulp large quan- 
tities of waste water containing organic mat- 
ter are run off into the streams. The bureau 
of standards in the course of its investiga- 
tions discovered that leather filled with such 
materials is as durable as leather made from 
‘the various extracts used in the tanneries. 
This discovery has a twofold significance, The 
almost total destruction of chestnut timber in 
the Eastern States has had a serious effect 
upon the tanning industry, as chestnut wood 
had been for a long time one of the principal 
sources of tannic acid and the depletion of the 
timber through the ravages of the blight, 
threatens the entire supply. Through the 
saving and use of the former waste of the 
pulp mills a cheap material is made available 
to the tanning industry. . 

An important feature of the utilization of 
thishitherto waste material is, that of pre- 
.vention of pollution of streams on which the 
pulp and paper mills are located. So serious 
has this problém of the prevention of pollu- 
tion grown that the Izaak Walton league re- 
cently reported that there had been a falling 
off in the catch ‘of the lake fisheries of more 
than 60 per cent during the last three years, 
due largely to the pollution of the streams 
entering the lakes, |

A lecture on “Christian ‘Science:

last — by rt agg ge dall Dunn, 
Cc. 8. B., of Boston, Mass. Mr. Dunn 
is a member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist in Boston, 
Mass., and spoke to large and inter- 
ésted audiences. 

He was introduced at Keith’s by 
William G. Bierdman and in the eve- 
ning by Miss Siebert, First and Second 
Readers of First Church under whose 
auspices the lectures were given. The 
lecturer said in part: 

I wish that all who have felt dis- 
turbed over the Christian Scientist’s 
concept of the words dnd works of 
our Saviour might read that wonder- 
ful chapter in the Christian Science 
textbook, “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” entitled, 
“Atonement and Eucharist.” These 
pages breathe a spirit of the most ten- 
der and reverent love for and apprecia- 
tion of Christ Jesus, and show that 
Christian Science, in teaching the di- 
vinity of the Christ, teaches also the 
divinity of spiritual man. I can think 
of no writings aside from the Scrip- 
ture which set forth higher ideals and 
incite to holier Christian living than 
this remarkable chapter. 

The difficulty, of course, 
with most objections to Christian 
Science is that the objectors have 
seldom if ever read the textbook, Science | 
and Health, or other authorized litera- 
ture. Consequently their fund .of in- 
formation upon the actual teachings of 
this system is as doubtful. as was the 
man’s whd said he knew that the story | 
of Robinson Crusoe was in the Bible, 
but was not sure whether it was in 
the Old or the New Testament, Others 
read Christian Science literature de- 
termined to find therein unchristian 
and unorthodox sentiments, and 
emerge from their unhappy tasks with 
a few statements carefully detached 
from the contexts which prove to their 
complete satisfaction that Christian 
Science is the work of Satan. 

Our critics then turn their attention 
to the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, if indeed they have not 
begun their criticism with objection to 
her. Are not the calumny, the abuse, 
and criticism that are hurled at this 
Christian gentlewoman — surprising? 
Gentlewoman she was; Christian gentle- 
woman she remained during all the 
splendid. 90 years of her loving, for- 
giving. helping pilgrimage. Christian 
woman must she have been to turn, 
thrdugh her writings, an army of men 
and women and children, to the earnest 
study of the Bible to find there the 
panacea for allthe ills of earth. * * * 

And how sorely does earth need today 
the message of Christian Science! As a 
French writer -has clearly put it, “The 
ceaseless unrest of this weary world is 
the unvoiced cry for God.” “Is there 
no balm in Gilead,” asked the Jere- 
miahs of today; “is there no physician 
there?” Is there no better way of heal- 
ing the sick than the constantly chang- 
ing, experimenting, now succeeding, 
now failing methods of material medi- 
cine? Is there no hope for the 
wounded soldiers whose injuries are 
pronounced by the medical profession 
incurable? : 

Is there nothing to comfort the sor- 
rowing hearts of those whose dear ones 
have gone from their sight? \Is there 
no solution for the great economic 
problems of the world, of capital and 
labor, of the relations of men and na- 
tions? Yes, Christian Science says to 
the afflicted, perplexed, and storm- 
tossed children of earth, there is balm 
in Gilead; there is a way out of mortal 
discords. That way is the way of 
spiritual understanding taught and 
demonstrated by Christ Jesus. 

“But,” says some one, “Have we not 
had nearly nineteen hundred years of 
Christianity, and are not the great 
problems of being still far from 4 solu- 
tion?” The only answer to. such & query 
is a definite, No! We have not had 
nineteen centuries of Jesus’ Chris- 
tianity. Far from it! It is a far cry 
indeed from the practical,. regenerating 
healing work of Jesus to the inert, un- 
fruitful’ concept of Christianity that 
most of us-have had. Think you that 
this world would have been rocked by 
the convulsions. of a great war, swept 
by the terrors of an epidemic, or held 
in the clutches of a great unrest, had 
Christians all these years healed the 
sick, preached heaven at hand, loved as 
Jesus loved, and cast out demons as he 
commanded? We suffer today, not be- 
cause of an inadequate Christianity, 
but from sheer lack of Christianity.

steward on the U. S. S. Bennington, 
which blew up in fin Diego harbor 
July 5, 1905, killing 66 and injuring 
100 of the crew of 183. Badly scalded 
and rendered unconscious by a blow 
on the head, Mr. Shacklette on regain- 
ing his senses assisted in rescue work 
and first aid, refusing all medical at- 
tention until others had been treated.

honor award. He was placed on the 
retired list with a pharmacist’s com- 
mission. 

Mr. Shacklette was called late in 
March to the Advent pulpit, which has 
been without a pastor since the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Walter B. Reed in December. 
He left Trinity parish of Charles county 
Md., in order to accept the charge. The 
subject of his sermon at the 11 o’clock 
service tomorrow will be “Divine 
Imminence,” taken from the text, “Ana 
Jesus Himself drew near and went 
with them.”

The court made two interesting de- 
cisions, first, that it was a public per- 
formance, and, second, that extraterri- 
torial waters’ could be brought within 
the scope of national laws.

sulted in the acquisition of the new) 
tabernacle at North Capitol and K 


streets. 

Thomas Hewson, who was in charge 
of the commissary for Commander

tralia and New Zealand, where he spoke 
in several of the largest churches. The 
church is supporting three missionaries 
and is assisting in the support of 
others.

Why not apply the scientific ‘method.to our problem of church unity? There. 
is wide agreement ‘that the old policy of isolation is no longer tolerable, that 
denominational independence must give way to some kind of interdependence. 
But what is to be done about it? The medieval church achieved unity, but it was 
at the cost of liberty. The reformed churches secured their Hberty at a sacrifice 
of unity. The spiritual descendants of the reformers are not likely to be attracted 
to any program of unity that endangers their dearly-bought spiritual liberties. The » 
question is, how much unity is compatible with the preservation of essential liberty? 


Is is not.a question for wide, careful, scientific study? If we could agree upon 
a working hypothesis and then test it out over a wide area during a period of years 
in which we recorded and compared results with scientific accuracy, we might find 
‘our way to a happy solution of the problem.

QUESTIONS ABOUT  SU- 
PERFLUOUS HAIR AND 
OTHER MATTERS. 

EAR Viola Paris: Will you please 
D tell me how to get rid of hair on 
the face? While it is light and 
downy, still it is quite noticeable. I 
have not tried anything, because I was 
afraid to take chances. I have a very 
sensitive skin. 

Answer—iIt is fortunate that you have 
not experimented with so-called reme- 
dies, for you might easily have made 
the growth even more noticeable by do- 
ing so. For small parts, where the 
hair is quite thick, I know of nothing 
to suggest that is more satisfactory 
than the electric needle in the hands 
of a really capable operator. Your 
physician could recommend an elec- 
trolysist. If none is available, or you 
can not afford the expense, I would 
suggest keeping the hairs well bleached. 
This expedient might in any case be 
sufficient. As your hair is naturally 
light, it will be very simple to keep it 
so by applying daily, or when needed, 
@ solution of equal parts of lemon 
juice, peroxide of hydrogen and spirits 
of ammonia. Do not use very heavy 
creams or those that contain grease. 


Dear Viola Paris: I have a lot of 
hairs on each side of my upper lip. I 
keep pulling them out, and they seem 
to come in quicker. How should one 
use a depilatory? A .READER. 

Answer—This constant irritation of 
the hair roots simply stimulates them 
to further growth. You should not 
pull the hairs out. The preparation 
named in your letter is not one that 
I should advise using on the face. Keep 
the hairs bleached, or else have them 
removed by electrolysis.

cleansing cream at night and in the 
morning, instead of plain soap and 
water? I have heard that creams are 
apt to cause hair growth. Of what 
usé is a bleaching cream? Always af- 


ter violent exercise or when I am very 
warm, the skin under my eyes turns .a 
dark red. My ears are rather large 
and stick straight out. I read in the 
paper that an operation was possible 
to make them close to the head. What 
would the cost be and where would,I 

go to have it done?—DELLA. 
Answer—I think that you are too 
young for any but the simplest beauty 
measures. If your skin thrives under 
your present treatment, don’t change 
it. A good cleansing of oil or lotion 
occasionally used is all right, but I 
should not advise a heavy cold cream. 
A light cream free from animal fats 
will not usually encourage superfluous 
hair, although persons with such a 
natural tendency should -be careful 
not to use anything greasy. I am 
afraid that I can not tell you exactly 
why the blood rushes to your eyes after 
exercise—it is probably just an indi- 
vidual peculiarity. If you could lie 
down at such times with a cold witch- 
‘hazel compress over the eyes, the red- 
ness would very likely pass away 
quickly. A bleach cream is good for 
lightening the skin or for relieving 
sunburn or tan. I do not. believe that 
it was in my column that you saw 
mention of an operation for making 
ears closer to the head, because I do 
not recommend such radical measures. 
It is unfortunate that your ears were 
not trained to lie flat when you were 
an infant. Perhaps you could still ef- 
fect some improvement by wearing a 
little muslin cap during sleeping 
hours. |

In the case in question, my 
correspondent was entitled to take two 
tricks, reducing the Declarer’s tricks 
and augmenting her own by that 
number; but as this reduction of the 
Declarer’s tricks did not take her be- 
low the amount bid, the contract was 
not defeated and my correspondent 
was not entitled to any score or trick~- 


| bonus whatever. Had the Declarer bid 


five and had her six odd tricks been 
reduced by the revoke penalty to four, 
my correspondent would have scored §0 
for defeating the contract by one trick; 
but she did not defeat the contract, 
and the only revoke penalty in these 
days is tricks, not points. The De- 
Glarer was quite right in claiming 
game. She was left with four odd 
tricks at a Spade contract (36), and 
was entitled—her contract having been 
fulfilled—to score them all.

Revoke Law of today is embodied in 
the following pointer: 
A REVOKE COSTS TWO TRICKS;

| HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


FOODS RICH IN IRON FOR ANEMICS. 


HERE is a general agreement that 
foods rich in iron are good for 
those who are anemic and in spe- 

cial need of this mineral. Even in the 
days when authorities were advising 
against the use of ordinary medicine, 
iron tonics, faith in spinach and juicy 
steaks as iron-rich goods persisted 
Now that there las veen some revival 
of support of iron tonics the food irons 
continue in demand. Some go so far 
as to say that certain iron foods are 
indicated in pernicious anemia, a form 
of blood trouble that was held to be 
beyond the reach of irons in any form. 

Among all the research students, Drs. 
Whipple and Robschert-Robbins have 
been the most persistent. in searching 
for sources of food iron. In a recent 
study they put chicken gizzard first 
among the foods that a person with 
simple anemia should eat. It supplies 
more iron than any other food: Ordi- 
nary lean pork, such as ham, and pork 
chops, ranked near the top; beef heart, 
beef tripe and lean beef ranked in the 
order named. By lean beef is meant all 
the various steak cuts, shoulder, brisket 
and ribs. 

They gave high rank also pig and 
beef kidney. Chicken liver ranked with 
beef and pig liver as good food for a 
person with anemia. On the other 
hand they did not get good results when 
they fed fish and fish livers to anemic 
animals. 


Their experiments showed milk and 
all foods made therefrom to be poor in 
bloodmaking values. Of course, skim 
milk has always had that reputation, 
but good rich cream.was supposed to 
put a bloom on the cheeks. Butter, 
cream cheese, cheese of other kinds, 
cream and every kind of milk are of

low value as antidotes for anemia. 
When, for any reason a person must eat 
milk, or milk products, he should also 
eat enough meat and green vegetables 
to keep up his supply of blood iron. 
Just so a baby on an exclusive milk 
diet uses up his reserve of iron and be- 
comes white and pale, after a few 
months, and must eat cereal, egg yel- 
low and soups to get back.on the 
proper health plane. 


Misses Simmonds and Becker, and 
Dr. McCollum think they have found 
the reason for giving liver to people 
who have pernicious anemia. Liver is 
rich in iron. It is given to persons with 
other forms of anemia because of this 
quality. But in addition to its iron 
content liver is rich in vitamin E. They 
suggest that possibly vitamin E, when 
mixed in a food with food iron pro- 
motes the absorption of the latter. 
They found that inorganic irons could 
be made to absorb in the digestive tract 
by mixing them with vitamin E.

In ‘answering them it be- 
comes necessary to generalize a bit, be- 
cause & age deal depends upon the 
individual dog—some are naturally 
heavy eaters and other light. As a 
rule, though, puppies from 2 to 38 
months old ought to eat five or six 
meals a day. From 8 to 5 months, 
feed them four times daily, and grad- 
ually cut down until, at 8 months, they 
are getting three meals.

There’s plenty of chance 
for you to use judgment and common 
sense in these matters, and I assure you 
they will mean a great deal to the 
well being of your dog.

One of the most important 
factors in the health of a dog is the

RAILS AGAIN TAKE LEAD 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, May 20.—After an early 
break in Southwestern rails caused 
mainly by the adverse decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission on 
the Loree merger plan, stocks rallied 
and forged ahead in the most active 
market for many weeks in which the 
turnover exceeded 2,550,000 shares. More 
than a score of new price peaks were 
established, with net gains of from 2 


to 5 points numerous, and several oth- 
ers rdnging between 2 and 20 points. 
Minus signs were about as numerous 
as had been the case at the close of 
several recent sessions. 

Call money was in good supply, 
while demand continued comparatively 
light. No calling of loans. was reported. 
Nevertheless, the rate for demand 
money was unchanged at 4 per cent, 
both for renewals and for new loans. 
The low rate favored stock exchange 
borrowers because loans made today 
will run until next Monday. 

The Loree decision had been one cf 
the uncertainties which had been hang- 
ing over the market. Once the news 
was cut, Wall street elected to put the 
best possible construction on it, which 
Was that this plan, like the Nickel 
Plate merger, might be revamped izito 
more satisfactory form. Traders have 
not forgotten the big rise in the Van 
Sweringen rails after the original plan 
was rejected. Operators for the rise 
were spurred by the early selling at- 
tack into a vigorous demonstration in 
the standard rails, which quickly 
halted the reaction and turned the 
course of prices upward again. 

Judge Gary’s expression of confidence 
in the future of the steel industry in 
particular and of business in general at 
thé meeting of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute was not lost on Wall 
street. It was reflected in a rally in 
steel shares as well as in other high 
priced industrials. 

With the resumption of the forward 
movement among the rails, the best 
prices in more than 20 years were 
‘cached by New York Central and Balti- 
more & Ohio, while strength was pro- 
nounced in Reading, Pittsburgh & West 
Virginia, Pere Marquette, Rock Island,' 
Atchison, Atlantic Coast Line, Canadian 
Pacific, Delaware & Hudson, Soo Line 
and others. 

Among the stocks which made out- 
standing net gains, many of them ad- 
vancing into new high ground, were 
Houston Oil, up 10%; Woolworth, 314; 
Timken, 41; Pittsburgh & West Vir- 
ginia, 74; Pere Marquette, 3; American 
Can and American Smelting, 214; Ana- 
conda, 2; Atlantic Coast Line, 214; At- 
lantic Refining, 33%; Brooklyn Union 
Gas, 444; Case Threshing, 914; Cana- 
dian Pacific, 354; Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, 434; Rock Island.

It -.was 
pointed out that the present situation 
as to corn is paralleling 1924, when .on 
account of a cold, wet spring, the first 
official crop reports on July 1 showed 
the lowest condition on record, and the 
final yielg was only 2,309,000,000 
bushels. According to one of the prin- 
cipal crop authorities here, the present 
season is already later than was the 
case in 1924, and the present indica- 
tions can hardly be regarded as fore- 
castin any larger acreage either than 
that of 1924. 


In the face of the fact that the new 
corn crop is getting’ an extremely late 
start, the movement of old corn to 
market today continued light, and old 
stocks were shown to be decreasing. 
There is still much elevator corn to be 
disposed of here, however, and shipping 
demand is erratic. Cash sales of corn 
here today were 203,000 bushels. Ves- 
sel-room to Buffalo was chartered for 
120,000 bushels. 

Wheat averaged higher on account of 
scattered rain Northwest and because 
of reports of crop deterioration South- 
west and West. klahoma advices were 
especially unfavorable, thousands of 
fields being reported.as scarcely able to 
return 10 bushels whereas 20 to 3 
bushels had been looked for. Much 
notice was also taken of Canadian seed- 
ing delays. On the other hand, export 
business from North America was again 
slow, totaling only about 300,000 
bushels.

T. CLOUD, France, May 20 (By 

A. P.).—The biggest crowd which 

ever watched tennis played in 
Prance saw the United States and 
France break even today in the opening 
matches of the Franco-American tour- 
nament. William T. Tilden renewed 
his tennis rivalry with Rene LaCoste 
and overthrew the French player in 
straight sets, 6—4, 7—5, while Jean 
Borotra, “the Bounding Basque,” beat 
Tilden’s teammate, Francis T. Hunter, 
4-—-6, 6—4, 6—4. The matches were 
decided on a best two out of three 
basis. 


More than 7,000 tennis enthusiasts 
turned out at the prospect of seeing 
Tilden in action. They were rewarded 
with an exhibition which few believed 
that the six-times American champion 
ever had excelled in his career. The 
crowd gave “Big Bill’ an ovation after 
he had overthrown LaCoste with a4 
diversified attack and, since honors 
were even in the tournament, went 
home happy 

It was an exceedingly lively crowd, 
and the umpires had a rather hard 
day Nicolas Michu, ranking Roumanian 
player, climbed down fron. the umpire’s 
perch when the crowd took him to 
task while he was superintending the 
Borotra-Hunter match. He was pre- 
vailed on to resume his post only when 
Borotra, Hunter, Tilden and LaCoste 
joined in imploring him to continue. 


There was some hooting in the 
second set of the Tilden-LaCoste 
match when Roland Redelsperger 
called a point against Tilden in the 
ninth game because a ball struck 
Big Bill in the chest before it 
touched his nwenet,. 

LaCoste refused to accept the point; 
whereupon Tilden, as he frequently 
has done in such situations in the 
past. deliberately double-faulted by 
serving two balls into the wrong court, 
thereby winning cheers, losing the game 
and restoring good humor. 

Tennis experts assert that Tilden 
played the most remarkable tennis to- 
day that he ever has shown in Europe. 
He mixed speedy drives with short drop 
shots, varying his deep strokes to La- 
coste’s backhand with soft lobs over 
the Frenchman’s head. His cannonball 


service was working overtime, and he 
scored seven service aces during the 
two sets, while the only double-fault 
charge against him was intentional. 

Lacoste, whose machinelike game 
defeated Tilden twice last year, was 
kept continually on the defensive, never 
attacking even when winning games. 
Many of the French spectators were 
asking: “How did Rene ever defeat that 
man?” 


A humorous touch came in the 
second set when “Big Bill” was 
leading, 5—1, and the crowd began 
to walk out. Tilden, who was serv- 
ing, stopped play, went over to the 
umpire and said something which 
the interpreter translated loudly as 
follows: “Spectators are requested 
to remain in their seats. Mr. Tilden 


Says the match ts not over yet by 
any means.”

RIS SPEAKER nor Earl McNeely in 
their palmiest days never ran in

In 
addition to the twelve heats in the 
International, Debutante and 
American and Canadian Bred han- 
dicaps, a feature race between 
whippets and two Washington girl 
sprinters was run. 


The whippets, Coomassie and Blue 
Smoke, left the two girls, Julia Aman 
and Mrs. Ohlmstead, practically in 
their tracks, despite a 60-yard handicap 
which the girls were given. This was 
just to show beyond a doubt the whip- 
pets could really run, and the crowd 
was convinced, as Coomassie flashed 
across the tape fully 15 yards ahead of 
the nearest girl runner. 

The “slippers,” or starters, grasped the 
little speedsters by the scruff of their 
necks, held their hind legs high off 
the ground by the tail, and with the 
crack of the pistol shot them down the 
track. 

Each dog was confined to a yard- 
wide line, marked by tapes 10 inches 
above the ground, and shot down the 
outfield like so many bullets from the 
starter’s gun, when the signal was 
given.
